He’ll also hav e to 
eat in California, bu t be satis­ 
fied with wine or beer — harder 
liqu ors being sellable in package 
form only . Arizona will let him 
drink in restau rants or hotels. 
If he’s in Montana he’ll hav e 
to wait for the state to get an 
appropriation for the pu rchase 
of liqu or stocks for the 56 cou n­ 
ty v ending places it plans to 
operate. 
Michigan will let him hav e all 
he wants to drink of 3.2. So will 
Ohio, bu t later the legislatu res 
of both states may relax ex isting 
laws so that he can bu y some­ 
thing stronger. Connecticu t will 
let him drink wine and beer on 
premises. He can take his hard 
liqu or home. 
He’ll find no special restric­ 
tions in Washington u nless a 
specja} session of the legislatu re 
acts on December 4, bu t if he’s 
in Seattle he’ll hav e to bu y any ­ 
thing ov er 16 per cent alcoholic 
content from city -owned stores, 
and he’ll hav e to hav e a permit. 
Delaware 
and 
Pennsy lv ania 
will let him drink in hotels, res­ 
tau rants and clu bs. So will Col­ 
orado, prov ided he doesn’t desire 
more than wine or beer. He may 
also bu y hard liqu or by the bot­ 
tle in Pennsy lv ania from hotels, 
restau rants and clu bs u ntil Jan­ 
u ary 2 when the state itself 
plans to take ov er that kind of 
retailing. 
If he wants to take his hard 
liqu or home he can bu y it from 
regu larly licensed liqu or stores 
in New York—u p to three qu arts, 
and in most of the other states 
that aren’t dry he can bu y it at 
dru g, grocery or delicatessen 
stores. 
The chances are he’s already 
been drinking in Lou isiana—in 
saloons that opened their doors 
and made no secret of it since 
the state v oted on repeal. 
In Missou ri saloons will be le­ 
gal by defau lt of the legislatu re 
which still is working on the 
problem.
